constitution was signed by leading 
Americans September 7, 1787, but the neceskary 
majority for its ratification was not secured un­ 
til 1789. “It (the constitution) is the greatest 
work ever struck off at any one time by the mind 
and purpose of man,” according to William E. 
Gladstone, many times prime minister of-JSng- 
land, and who held that office at the ripe age of 
84 years.

But as great as was and is the constitution, it 
wa; not adopted without a struggle, and during 
the time dtacussioivjv&s being had over its adop­ 
tion “two states withdrew from the Union.” 


T h e assault# made on the constitution today, 
even tho3e fierce assaults made by some against 
the supreme coprt, as provraed for the constitu­ 
tion W«1 come to naught. 
William Pitt, one of the truly great statesmen 
pi %U tima, said of our constitution, although 
was an Englishman: 
f 
“It will b2 the woqder and admiration of 
* ail future generations, and the model of all 
future onstitutions.” 
\ 
David Jayne Hill said of that famous instru­ 
ments relation to human rights: 
“No other country in the world possesses 
the guarantees of individual liberty and in­ 
herent rights that are accorded by the Con­ 
stitution of the United States.” 
J. M. Hack, solicitor general of the United 
State*», said lately of the constitution: 
“The greatest and noblest purpose of the 
constitution was not alone to hold in nicest 
equipoise the relative powers of the nation 
and the states, but also to maintain in the 
scales of justice a true equilibrium between 
the rights of government and the rights of 
the individual. It did hot believe that the 
state was omnipotent or infallible and yet it 
proclaimed its/authority within wise and just 
limits. It defended the integrity of the hu­ 
man fcoul.’* 
Difference of opinion, as to where individual hu 
nan rights end, and what may be tenfled “col- 
¿ctive rights” begin, will always be arisinfe. Those 
vho emphasize personal liberty will seek to inter­ 
pret the c onstitution to suit their purposes, while 
those who 109k to the general or “collective” good 
\yill interpret it to suit their purposes.
